SEEKS TO AVOID ERROR. 


President Would Take Out Pro- 
yisions Which the Federal 
Supreme Court Held 

to Be Invalid.

Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special.J— 
Tomorrow or Thursday, at the latest, Presi- 
dent Taft will send in to congress a special 
message recommending, first, the submission 
to the legislatures of the different states of a 
proposed constitutional amendment granting 
to the federal government: the right to levy 
g tax on incomes without apportionment ac- 
cording to population. 

In the second place, the president will rec- 
ommend an immediate provision for a taxon 
the undivided profits of corporations from 

‘which the dividends are declared. 

The message has to go in at once to be of 
gervice, as the final vote on the income tax 
proposition will be had next Friday. 

The income tax unquestionably will be de- 
ferred pending the decision from the states 
on the proposed constitutional amendment, 
which may take several years. 

President Taft believes in the principle of 
the income tax to a certain extent, but does 
pot want the statute books lumbered up with 
a law which cannot be enforced unless the 
Supreme court of the United States changes 
its mind as to the constitutional principles 


involved. 
Double Purpose in Proposal. 


He believes in a tax on corporations, not 
burdensome, but serving the double purpose 
of providing revenue and giving to the fed- 
eral government the absolute right to inves- 
tigate their net incomes, which is the first 
step in a system of conservative legislation 
which he always has advocated. 

There is no doubt that there has been a 
working majority of the senate for an in- 
come tax and there probably will bea major- 
ity for the same thing in the house on the 
abstract question, although many senators 
and representatives agree with the president 
that it would be foolish to enact a law of 
suspicious. constitutionality which would 
have to be tested in the courts before any 
money could be collected under it, and with 
no possible assurance that it could be drawn 
in such a way as to receive the approval of 
the Supreme court any more than the same 
feature which -was incorporated into the 
Democratic tariff bill of 1894, which the Su- 
preme court promptly knocked. inte a cocked 
hat. 

With the open influence of, the president 
thrown in favor of the proposition for a Gon- 
stitutional amendment it is hardly possible 
the income taxers can muster a majority of 
the senate on Friday. They will make a 
fight, of course, but a great many men who 
favor this system of raising revenue and 
some others who do not, but know their con- 
stituents are friendly to the system, will be 
only too glad to get behind the broad shoul- 
ders of the president, and they will vote 
without hesitation for the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment. 


Similar to Nelson Proposal. 

This proposition will be close to the amend- 
ment which was offered to the tariff bill today 
by Senator Knute Nelson of Minnesota, one 
of the progressive western men. The consti- 
tutional amendment he proposes to have sub- 
mitted to the legislatures of the different 
Blates reacs as follows: 

“That congress shall have the power to 
levy and collect direct taxes on incomes, 
from whatever source derived, without ap- 
portioning the same among the. several 
States.” 

A similar dironduneest was offered by Sena- 
tor Brown some little time ago, the change 
being that Mr. Nelson proposes to add the 
Phrase in its proper place “from whatever 
source derived.’’ .It is understood now that 
the Nelson amendment substantially is the 
basis of what the finance committee wili 
seek to have adopted in the vote on Friday. 
Many of tlie income tax senators who will 
fight this amendment admit their majority 
has disappeared on this point, but many of 
those who will vote for the delay will not 
support the proposition for a tax on corpora- 
tion profits. 


Failure of Democrat Attempt. 

To understand the situation with regard to 
the income tax it is necessary to remember 
that such a scheme once was pronounced 
unconstitutional by the Supreme court. In 
1864, when the Democrats revised the tariff, 
they forced a certain deficit in the revenue 
then existing, and a positive knowledge that 
their tariff would not produce enough revenue 
to run the government in future. 

‘They then resorted to a tax upon incomes. 
They were warned by the great lawyers of 
their own party, like David B. Hill, that the

MRS. CLEVELAND 
BARS SIGNATURE. 


Testifies in the Brandenburg 
Trial That Handwriting Is 
Not That of Her Late 
Husband. 


TELLS OF SUSPICIONS. 


Cross Examination Reveals Tele- 
gram Sent and Conferences 
She Had with Her 
Friends. 


New York, June 15.—[Special. }—Mrs. Fran- 
ces Folsom Cleveland, widow of the former 
president, testified today in the criminal 
branch of the Supreme court in the trial of 
Broughton Brandenburg, who is accused by 
the New York Times of selling that paper a 
letter which was represented to have been 
written by the late Grover Cleveland when 
it was not. a 

Mrs. Cleveland arrived early in the Crimi- 
nal court building, accompanied by F. S. 
Hastings, coexecutor with Mrs. Cleveland of 
the Cleveland will. She was dressed all in 
black and her face was hidden by a heavy 
veil, She went at once to District Attorney 
Jerome's private office and remained therein 
Justice Fitzgerald's chambers until called to 
the witness stand in the afternoon. 


Another Trial Interrupted. 

In order that Mrs. Cleveland might testify 
and leave tomorrow for her summer home.at 
Tamworth, N. H., a murder trial which Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald had been hearing was inter- 
rupted and the Brandenburg case placed on 
the calendar for the day. 

A jury was secured during the morning and 
Mrs. Cleveland was called immediately after 
recess. She entered the courtroom from the 
judge's chambers and walked to the witness 
stand, accompanied by Mr. Hastings, who 
took a seat near her. As Mrs. Cleveland en- 
tered Justice Fitzgerald rose to receive her, 
and Assistant District Attorney Nott and 
counsel for Brandenburg followed the court's 
example. Brandenburg, who is looking much 
better than he did on the date first fixed for 
his trial—which he evaded at that time by 
jumping his bail—looked fixedly at Mrs. 
Cleveland. He maintained a jaunty air dur- 
ing the examination. 

Mrs. Cleveland had raised her veil be- 
fore coming into court, She wore a black 
dress and her hat accentuated her pallor. 
While she was testifying President John H. 
Finley of the City college and Richard Wat- 
son Gilder of the Century, both close per- 
sonal friends of Mrs. Cleveland, entered and 
took seats behind the jury box. 

In response to the district attorney’s ques- 
tions the witness gave her name as Frances 
Folsom Cleveland and said she was the wid- 
ow of the late president of the United States 
and lived in Princeton, N. J. Assistam Dis- 
trict Attorney Nott then said: 


Testifies as to Handwriting. 

“It is necessary for me to get certain facts 
on record, although they are matters of pub- 
lic knowledge. Will you kindly tell the jury 
the date of Mr. Cleveland's death?”’ 

Mrs. Cleveland answered that her husband 
died June 24, 1908, and in response to the 
question as to how long she had been mar- 
ried stated that she married Mr. Cleveland 
in June, 1886. 

“ During that period have you frequently 
seen Mr. Cleveland write?’ was the next 
question. 

Mrs. Cleveland smiled as she replied: 

* Yes, sir, constantly.’’ 

She said she had frequently seen her late 
husband write his signature, and identified 
a number of checks and letters as being 
signed by him. 

After this Mr. Nott showed Mrs. Cleveland 
the signature of the article sold to the Times 
by Brandenburg. The signature had been 
cut from the original and preserved be- 
tween plates of glass. 

‘* Where did you see that piece of paper for 
the first time?’’ asked Mr. Nott. 

‘* I suppose it is the piece I saw in the Times 
office,’’ replied Mrs. Cleveland. She then 
stated in response to questions that she had 
also examined the paper in the office of Dr. 
Bryant, President Cleveland’s family phy- 
sician, and also the district attorney's office. 
She was asked if the signature was in the 
handwriting of Mr. Cleveland, and she re- 
plied positively: 

‘‘T am very sure it is not.’’ 


Witness Cross Examined. 

This ended the direct examination. The 
cross examination was conducted by Samuel 
Bell Thomas of counsel for Brandenburg. In 
response to Thomas’ questions Mrs. Cleve- 
land ‘said the paper between the sheets of 
glass looked like the piece she had seen in 
the Times office. It had not been in the 
glass case when she first saw it. Mrs. 
Cleveland said when she first examined the 
signature, which she was sure was not in 
her late husband's handwriting, there had 
been present Mr. Miller and Mr. Reick of the 
Times and Mr. Hastings. This she said was 
early in September last, and added: 

‘Mr. Hastings can give you the date ex- 
actly.”’

Mrs. Cleveland said she was at Tam- 
worth, N. H., just prior to Aug. 29, and in 
answer toa question as to how she first heard

Discussed Article with Friends. 

She declared she had never given Mr. 
Hastings authority to state that the article 
in question was genuine. Asked if she had 
had a conversation with other people about 
the article, she answered that she had talked 
with a great many, among them Dr. Bryant, 
President Finley of the City college, and 
Richard Watson Gilder. 

‘‘ Did you discuss the matter with Mr. Car- 
lisie?”’ she was asked. 

“ Yes,”" she replied, “after publication I 
discussed the matter with Mr. Hastings and 
Mr. Carlisle. I talked with them all the time 


‘about it after I saw it.”

WANTS ROYALTY ON SUBWAY 


George W. Jackson Patents Tun- 
nels for Underground Roads. 


EXPECTS CITY TO PAY HIM. 


Engineers Arnold and Ericson Say 
His Claims Are Invalid, 


The existence of a patent granted to George 
W. Jackson covering many of the features of 
the proposed Chicago subway was discovered 
yesterday. 

Mr. Jackson admitted ownership of the 
patent and said it covered the best way of 
building the subway. He asserted that his 
proposition had been submitted to come of the 
best attorneys and that he would have to be 
considered when subways are built. 

Traction Engineer Bion J. Arnold said no 
valid patent could cover the subway idea: 
that Mr. Jackson might have patented some 
particular hobby of his own, but that would 
not prevent the city from building a subway 
after the plans already drawn. City Engi- 
neer John E. Ericson said the patent ceuld 
not interfere with the city’s pians. 

Mr. Jackson's plans cover a union of sub- 
ways and conduits for all public utilities. 
The patent was granted a month ago. 

Discovery of the existence of the patent 
was made by Emil W. Ritter, former presi- 
dent of the board of education. At the Chi- 
cago public library he picked up the last 
issue of the Patent Office Gazette, in which its 
chronicled the granting of the patent and a 
gummary of the scheme. 


Doubt of Patent’s Validity. 

“If the patent holds good,"’ said Mr. Ritter, 
*‘it seems that it will put into the hands of 
Mr. Jackson the power to dictate the whole 
subway proposition. It seems to mean the 
supplanting of everything heretofore offered 
and the only question in doubt, so far as I 
can see, is the validity of the patent.”’ 

Following is the wording of the patent: 

“ Patent No. 922788—Underground subway 
for street railways, etc. 

“1. A subway for traction use comprising 
a bottom and side walls and a roof and pro- 
vided with a passage for car tracks and lat- 
erally at one side of the roof, with a lateral 
passage having means for supporting utility 
appliances, a passage immediately beneath 
the roof of the subway arranged to receive 
utility appliances extending either longitu- 
dinally or transversely of the subway. 

“2. A subway built beneath the street for 
traction purposes comprising a floor, side 
walls, and a roof, posts supporting the roof 
from the floor arranged in rows to divide the 
subway into passageways for car tracks and 
lateral spaces having means for supporting 
therein public utility appliances, said car 
tracks being separated at the longitudinal 
center of the subway by a central platform, 
and a stairway leading from the center of 
the street to said central platform.”*\ 

Two other sections are practically the same 
as the first two with a few varying details. 


: 
Plans for Loops and Extensions. . 
In the publication four sections of the plans 
are omitted. These are said to cover in de- 
tail the plans devised by the engineer for the 
Chicago subways. His scheme covers a sys- 
tem of eight loops in the downtown district 
with belt line extensions to Seventy-third 
street on the south, Fifty-second avenue on 
the west, and Diversey boulevard on the 
north. 
Mr. Arnold felt positive Mr. Ja 's 
patent could not interefere with the nan 


_ project. 


“Subways have been in use for years,” 
said Mr. Arnol¢c. “ A patent may have been 


i granted on some particular idea, but no 


patent covering the essential points of a sub- 
way can be valid. The city can go ahead 
with its subway ae planned without refer. 
ence to any new patents.” : 

City Engineer Ericson was emphatic in his 


criticism of the patent, which he termed ab- 
surd on its face. 

“I don’t see how a subway scheme can be 
patented,” he said. ‘“ Our plans were drawn 
months ago, but we didn’t try to have them 
patented, 

“ That Mr. Jackson should be able to cor- 
ner the subway market seems incomprehen- 
sible to me. There is nothing startlingly 
original to be patented. Practically all of 
the features of Chicago's proposed subway 
may be found in other great public works of 
a like character. 

‘‘Our department probably will pay no at- 
tention to the patent, but, of course, I would 
not like to say definitely what our course will 
be until I see Mr. Jackson’s plans.”’ 


Jackson Defends His Claims. 

“T began working eighteen months ago on 
the plans covered in the patent,”’ said Mr. 
Jackson. ‘I had the assistance of able law- 
yers, and those who think my plans can be 
touched upon in building a subway without 
regard to my patent will learn differently if 
the attempt is made. My plans are for a gen- 
eral subway for the elevated and surface 
lines in the downtown district, with all public 
utilities provided for. Underground rapid 
transit lines to each section of the city are 
included. 

‘When I was engineer for the local trans- 
portation committee of the city council in 
1893 and 1804 I first thought of these plans,’

VANDERBILT LOVE KILLS TW0? 


Mme. Ruiz’s Suicide Said to Have 
Been Second in Case. 


SHE WAS ONLY A SHIELD. 


Her Disgrace Alleged to Have Pro- 
tected a Society Woman, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, June 15.—An American woman, 
prominent in New York society and close per- 
sonal friend of the former Mrs. Alfred Van- 
derbilt, tonight declared Mme. Ruiz was the 
second woman to commit suicide ine year be- 
cause of love for Alfred Gwynne Vanderbik. 
She added that the wife of the Cuban diplo- 
mat who slew herself in London was the 
shield behind which Vanderbilt conducted his 
real love affair with the other woman who 
killed herself—a young matron of a promi- 
nent New York family. 

The woman who told this story said that 
Mme. Ruiz became the tool of Vanderbilt 
even before her marriage. The wedcing, she 
said, was due to the insistence of Vanderbilt 
himself. Nearly every one in society was 
fooled by the move, the informant continue, 
except the legal wife of Vanderbilt. She 
went to the other woman and told what she 
knew and the suicide of the latter followed.

Why, 
there isn’t a woman in the younger set in 
New York who doesn’t believe he has an evi! 
eye. Two women have killed themselves for 
him already, and we al} are asking each other 
which one will be the next.” 

“Poor little Mme. Ruig!’’ she ‘continued. 
‘*She was merely a pawn in the Vanderbilt 
game of love. Many in Alfred Vanderbilt's 
set knew that and nicknamed Mme. Ruiz ac- 
cordingly. They called her * The Alibi.’ 

“The only w with whom he ever was 
really in love wawa young matron prominent 
in New York. But he was married and so 
was the woman, and their meetings might 
have caused unpleasant comment. Therefore 
this girl who killed herself in London was in- 
duced to pose as his inamorata.

“ Her marriage—she didn’t want to wed— 
was due to the insistence of young Mr. Van- 
derbilt.

Several times throughout the testimony 
Justice Dowling declared that the mere proof 
that a wife uses spirituous liquor is no just 
cause for abandonment, and he shut off a 
gteat deal of testimony that merely purported 
to show Mrs. Gould drank on certain o¢ca- 
sions. It was plainly evident from the na- 
ture of the evidence presented during the 
day that unless the strongest testimony is 
being held in reserve the defense cannot sus- 
tain its point. 


Case May Last for Weeks. 

It was announced by De Lancey Nicoll, 
counsel! for Mr. Gould, that the case will last 
throughout the rest of the week and possibly 
longer.

In the single instance a music book to re- 
place one of the Modern Music series, pub- 
lished by Silver, Burdette & Co., the book 
submitted was at a higher price than now 
is being paid by the board. 
The superintendents’ report dealt with the 
Tarr & McMurry geographies and the Mod- 
ern Music series and the recommendations 
were as follows: 
‘It. is. recommended that no change be 
made in the gext books in geography at the 
present time. It is recommended that no 
change be made in the music books used at 
the present time in the elementary schools 
except in the case of Modern Music series, 
book three, which is now used in the eighth 
grade of the elementary schools. The recom- 
mendation is that the Laurel Music reader, 
published by C. C. Birchard & Co., be adopt- 
ed for use in the eighth grade instead of 
Modern Music series, book three, published 
by Silver, Burdette & Co. 


Seeks a Final Vindication. 
Chester M. Dawes sought to put an end to 
the book controversy and to vindicate the 
publishing companies by a sweeping motion 
after F. D. Farr and H. Stevens of Silver, 
Burdette & Co, and Mr. Laylander of Ginn 
& ag had defended their concerns from at- 
tack. 

“But if, as it is admitted, Chicago is 
charged 2 cent more a book by Silver, Bur- 
dette & Co. than Cleveland is charged, I 
don’t see how we can justify ourselves in 
such action,’’ objected Dr. R. A. White.

The resolution of John J. Sonsteby 
and Wiley W. Mills to have the manuscript 
for school text books prepared by teachers, 
principals, and superintendents, and to have 
the board publish its own books, was brought 
up after a week's lapse. The report will be 
presented to the board with the opinion 
that its adoption at the present time is 
* inadvisable.’’ 

Then the proposition of A. Sheldon Clark 
to have the board of education furnish man- 
uscript for his company to print and bind 
into books at a profit of 15 per cent above 
manufacturer’s cost was discussed. The 
proposal was placed on file, with the sug- 
gestion that Mr. Clark should submit a pro- 
posal on some text book for which the board's 
contract is about to expire. 

Most novel of all the propositions was that 
submitted by George W. Bolling in the form 
of a series of pamphlets to replace text books 
in the elementary schools. Mr. Bolling ex- 
plained that through their use teaching 
could be made more “up to the minute.”

Physicians to Investigate Ability of 
Charity Patients to Pay. 


At one of the most hotly contested elections 
in the history of the Chicago Medical society 
Dr. John A. Robison was elected president 
over Dr. Hugh T. Patrick by a vote of 631 to 
6609.

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KILL THE FLY 70 SAVE LIVES 


Health Department Urges Cam- 
paign of Extermination. 


PERIL OF DEATH IN PEST. 


Housewives Asked to Take Precaution 
and Told How to Do It 


The city health department, without waiting 
for hot weather and the fly pest, has begun 
an early campaign against the disease 
spreading housefly in the form of a large 
illustrated circular which was received from 
the printers yesterday. It is the purpose of 
the health department to distribute thou- 
sands of these circulars throughout Chicago 
within the next few weeks in an effort to 
rouse people to the seriousness of the fly pest 
in breeding disease and bringing death, es- 
pecially in hot weather. 

The broadside, which has an illustrated 
border showing the surroundings of various 
sorts which breed swarms of filles and con- 


tamination, carries the caption: “ Speaking 
of F'lles.”’ 


Many “Don’ts” Aimed af Flies. 
First under the headline is a Mst of 
**don'ts.”’ as follows: 

Don't allow flies in your house. 

Don't permit them rear your food, especially 
milk. 

Don’t buy foodstuffs where flies are tolerated. 

Don’t eat where files have access to the food. 

The death dealing power of the common 
housefly and suitable precautions next are 
considered. 

“Flies. are the most dangerous insects 
known to man,"’ is the declaration. ‘“‘ Screen 
| your windows and doors, Do it early before 

fiy time and keep screens up until snow files. 
| Screen al) food, especially milk. Do not eat 
| food that has been in contact with flies. 
| Screen the baby’s bed and keep flies away 
from the baby’s bottle and the baby’s food. 


Precautions in Sickroom. 

| “ Keep flies away from the sick, especially 
| those ill with typhoid fever, diphtheria. and 
| tuberculosis. Screen the patient’s bed. Kill 
Catch 
the flies as fast as they appear. Use liqnid 
poisons, sticky fly papers and traps. To 
quickly clear rooms of flies burn pyrethrum 
powder or blow powdered black flag into the 
air of the room with a powder blower. This 
causes flies to fall to the floor in a stunned 
condition. They must then be gather up and 
destroyed. 

“Sprinkle chloride of lime or kerosene over 
garbage boxes. Pour kerosene into the 
drains. Keep sewerage system in good order; 
repair all leake immediately.”

Sees Opportunity for America. 

Prof. Smith, whose subject was ‘‘ Ameri- 
ean and other interests in the relations of 
Christianity and Islam,” said it is the duty 
of America above all nations to work for the 
conversion of the Turks. 

“It is too soon to pass judgment on this 
astonishing and momentous upheaval,”’ he 
gaid. ‘‘ Since coming to America I have met 
two authorities who look u»on the situation 
with some trembling. It is In this new at- 
mosphere, however, that the opportunity of 
our faith’ and of western culture is offered. 
Are we Christians and western nations ready 
for such an opportunity? It is a call from 
God himself. 

“If we are true to the beliefs of Christ's 
purpose, we will remember that the people 
of Africa can look to no other nation and 
culture than our own. 

“The faith of Islam must play a great 
part in our anticipations of the future, and 
I say this with especial reference to Ameri- 
cans. American missionaries are the lead- 
ers and always have been the leaders of the 
work of religious reform in Turkey. You 
have there won-moral rights for yourself by 
an unselfish devotion.’’ 

Conditions are—-growing so serious, accord- 
ing to Prof. Smith, that mediation is neces- 
sary to save Turkey and other Mohammedan 
countries fromthe lowest form of degrada- 
tion.

TRUSTS BIGGER THAN NATION? 
UNTERMYER SAYS THEY ARE. 


Counsel for Victor Over American 
Sugar Claims Criminal Prosecutions 
Could Be Made Successful. 


Lawrence 


New York, June 15.—‘* Whenever the gov- 
ernment really wants to bring the criminal 
rich who are managing these conspiracies 
that are notoriously violating the criminal 
law within the penalties of that law it will 
not be difficult. There never has been an 
honest, intelligent effort to enforce the ample 
provisions of the law against any of the 
monster monopolies. Somehow or other, it 
looks as if the power of these men is too much 
for the government.” 

This sums up the gist of a statement issued 
in New York today by Samuel Untermyer, 
who was counsel for Adolph Segal of Phila- 
delphia, builder of the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refinery, which has forced a settlement from 
the American Sugar Refining company, or 
the trust, in the federal courts. The state- 
ment was in answer to inquiries as to 
whether his client intended to press the pros- 
ecution of the sugar trust. 

“ What would be the use?”’ said the lawyer. 
“The sugar company has been a consistent 
lawbreaker ever since its birth. Its active 
ties in congress have been a scandal for many 
years. It has robbed the public and ruined 
its would-be competitors. But it is no worse 
than many of the others in its criminal 
methods and not as bad as some. It hap- 
pens to be the scapegoat, but the govern- 
ment has waited until the principal offenders 


are dead.”’ 
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ACTION OF BAPTIST CLERGY 


PLEASING TO PROF. FOSTER. 


University Theologian Regards Resolu- 
tion Adopted as a. Declaration in Fa- 
vor of Freedom of Religious Thought. 


Prof. George B. Foster of the University of 
Chicago, who has been the storm cencer in 
Chicagd Baptist circles on account of his 
books dealing with religious belief, com- 
mented yesterday on the resolution adopted 
on Monday at a meeting of the Baptist min- 
isters’ conference at which a move to expel 
him from the cenference failed. 

‘The principle of free religion which has 
made the history of the Baptist and other in- 
dependent denominations indispensable to 
human progress in the modern world has 
been hallowed at last.’’ said Prof. Foster. 
‘‘ For this 1 am more than glad. 

“I fear that the review of my latest book, 
‘The Function of Religion,’ before the con- 
ference last week was made poorly. This 
may be taken as explaining much. If you 
wished you could gather many passages from 
the bible and put them together in such a way 
that the bible would appear to bea book that 
no goo® and decent man would desire in his 
home.”’ 

The Rev. Johnston Myers of Immanuel 
Baptist church, who has announced his in- 
tention of resigning as chairman and mem- 
ber of the executive board,of the conference, 
is expected to return to Chicago from Des 
Moines, Ia., tomorrow. According to a quo- 
tation from him before he left he intends (to 
devote his entire attention hereafter to 
Immanuel church. 

Rumors of two kinds were afloat during 
the day. One was tothe effect thata “split” 
will develop in the Baptist ministers’ confér- 
ence on account of Prof. Foster. The other 
was that the ‘‘ dove of peace ’’ has come into 
the conference to stay. 


MODERN VIEWS OF BIBLE 
STIR LOCAL PRESBYTERIANS. 


Licenses to Preach Issued to Three 
Young Men of Alleged Heretical 
Opinions Cause General Comment. 


Leaders of the Presbyterian church in this 
city expressed surprise yesterday over a 
report from New York that the presbytery 
there has granted licenses to preach to three 
young men who in the early spring gave 
“ heretical’ adnswers to questions in their 
examination for licenses.

The Rev. Willis G. Craig, professor of 
systemic theology at McCormick seminary. 
said he did not see how the young men could 
have had time for proper study that might 
precede a change of theological view on 
their part. but declined to express any 
definite opinion as to possible trouble that 
might arise over the action of the New York 
presbytery until he knew more fully of the 


affair.

TAX IS BIGGEST. 


Under Present Law It Will 
Pay $185,000 to County on 
$16,000,000 Valuation. 


OTHERS TO ECLIPSE IT. 


New Statute Permits the Collec- 
tion of Vast Sums Previ- 
ously Withheld. 


; 

Inheritance tax records for the state of 
Illinois were broken yesterday, when County 
Judge. Rinaker approved an appraisement of 
the Nelson Morris estate, fixing the holdings 
of the late packer at more than $16,000,000. 
Including interest from the date of the death 
of Nelson Morris in August, 1907, the total 
amount which will be turned over to the 
county treasurer is $185,000, 

It was pointed out tnai tne Nelson Morris 
estate is the first big estate the will in con- 
nection with which did not establish a lot of 
contingent payments. It is for this reason. 
under the present inheritance law, that it 
pays to the county more than any of the 
other properties which have been left by the 
deaths of wealthy Chicagoans within the last 
four years, ot 

The provisions of the Morris will icaue 
straightaway bequests and called for the dis- 
posal of all holdings immediately after pro- 
bating. 


Changes in Estate Tax Law. 
Under the old law bequests limited by 


complied with some other requirememt can 
not be taxed by the county. 

Because of the contingent clauses the 
Marshall Field* estate could be taxed only 
$112,000, though valued at about $85.000,000. 
Of the Albert Keep estate only $5,000,000 is 
taxable. Only $1,000,000 is taxable of the 
R. M. Outhet estate. The Potter Palmer 
estate will pay at present a tax on only 
$5,000,000 and the W. W. Kimball estate on 
$4,000,000, 

When the new inheritance law goes into 
effect on July 1 the Morris inheritance tax 
record will be eclipsed. Under the provis- 
ions of this statute, drafted by Senator C. P. 
Gardner and Walter K. Lincoln, inheritance 
tax attorney, executors and trustees are 
forced to pay tax on the estate in its entirety, 
whether surrounded by contingent clauses 
or not. 

Advantage in Quick Payment. 

Under the Gardner-Lincoln law an imme- 
date bequest may be settled for with the 
county at once. Then trustees and future 
beneficiaries will have an opportunity to com- 
promise on the inheritance tax on the re- 
mainder. If this is done at once the estate 
is adjusted for all time, but if the settlement 
is deferred until contingencies mature, then 
the county may tax the entire estate again 
in full, regardless of the fact that payment 
may have been made on a portion shortly 
aftef the death of the testator. ; 

“This is the most significant portion of 
the new bill,” said Attorney Lincoln when 
commenting on the Morris estate. ‘* Some of 
the wills of money kings probated within the 
last four years have had as many as sixty 
pages of contingent bequests. On these it has 
been impossible for the county to realize. In 
the operation of the new law the trustees 
will see that it is best tosettle with the county 
at once. 

Means Benefit to County. 

“The people reap the benefit immediately. 
This money is turned over to the county 
treasurer and goes immediately into circula- 
tion. Rents are reduced and the county is 
not robbed of interest which would accrue 
while these estates are tied up, as in the 


past. 

' “ Estates that have been standing for 
several years are vetng checked up at present 
and by July 1 the department wil! be in shape 
to collect many lundred thousand dollars 
for the county.”’ 

The appraisement of the Morris estate was 
made by 8S. W. Ayers. The estate was rep- 
resented in county court by Attorney Elmer 
Schlesinger of the firm of Mayer, Meyer & 
Austrian and the state by Attorney Walter 
K. Lincoln.

. Plan Involves Great Task. 

~ It is no small job to secure an amendment 
to the constitution of the United States. 
Article 5 provides that ** the congress, when- 
ever two-thirds of both houses sMall deem it 
necessary, shall propose amendments to 
this constitution, or, on the application of the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the severai 
gtates, shall call a convention for proposing 
amendments, which, in either case, shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part 
of this constitution when ratified by the 
legislature of three-fourths of the several 
states, or by conventions in three-fourths 
thereof, as the one or the other moce of 
ratification may te proposed by the con- 
gress.”’ 

It will be seen that, in the first place, it 
will take a two-thirds majority of both 
houses of congress, and that the submission 
of the amendment will have to be non- 
partisan, because the Republicans have not 
ae two-thirds majerity in either ,house. 

if the constitutional amendment Is thus 
passed by congress it will have to be sub- 
mitted to the legislatures of the different 
states and three-fourths of them must con- 
cur. Some of them meet yearly, some bien- 
nially, and some still less often. Even un- 
der the most favorable circumstances it 
would take several years to pass such an 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States. 


Former Amendments Hard Won. 


So hard is it to amend the constitution that, 
‘githough there are fifteen of these amend- 
ments, they were tacked on to the original bill 
of rights only at long intervals and in pecul- 
jar groups: The first ten amendments, with 


4 two others which were not ratified by the 


nécessary number of states, were submitted 


’ by a resolution of the-first congress in 1789. 
. ‘The eleventh and twelfth amendments were 
* ratified in 1798 and 1804 and were really part 


of the origina! constitution making. 

The war brought on another set, the thir- 
teenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth amendments 
being ratified between 1865 and 1870, during 
the reconstruction period of the south, when 
the Republicans had a fictitious political 
value there which they used for purposes 
they deemed to be wise at the time. It took 
four years toratify the eleventh amendment,

Some ‘Hold It Unconstitution 

Many of the senators who favor the corpo- 
ration tax in a way say it would lbe suicidal 
‘to att t.to enact such a measure at the 
prespnt time until the details had all been 
carefully w out by the proper com- 
mittee. Other members of congress are in- 
clined to believe that the tax on the profits 
of corporations is in itself a direct tax, and 
that it also is unconstitutfonal as determined 
by the United States Supreme court in the 
income tax decision. : 

Moreover, the necessity for an increased 
income for the government rapidly is dis- 
appearing. President Taft has courageously 
cut down the estimates by millions upon mil- 
lions, Including enough to wipe out with a 
good surplus the existing rate of deficit. The 
imports for the twelve months which ended 
on May 31 were larger than for the same 
period in 1905, and for May alone they were 
$10,000,000 greater than in the same month 
last year, showing that the receipts in cus- 
toms may be expected to increase largely 
| from now on. 

‘With the cut in the estimates and the cer- 
tainty of increased revenue, congress will 
find less reason for resorting to some means 
of revenue outside the tariff, and it is still 
doubtful, to say the least, that when the bill 
is passed it will contain a tax on corpora- 
tions, although the recommendation which 
Mr. Taft will make at once in the special 
message will be a strong argument in favor 
of the adoption of some system of this kind, 
provided it can be worked out without pro- 
voking a long debate on details, with which 
most of the members of congress still are 
unfamiliar. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE TRICKY? 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., June 15.—Indulging in 
a vigorous denunciation of the committee on 
finance because of its change of front over 
night on the subject of tobacco importa- 
tions from the Philippine islands, Senator 
Burkett of Nebraska today declared the ac- 
tion looked to him like a “ game of petty 
politics.”.” He declared that this event af- 
forded senators a good opportunity to vote 
a lack of confidence in the committee. 

This attack followed Mr. Aldrich’s state- 
@ent that the committee would accept the 
amendment proposed by Senator Bulkeley 
to reduce the number of cigars to be admitted 
free of duty from the Philippines from 150,- 
000,000 to 70,000,000 and the quantity of filler 
tobacco from 1,500,000 to 1,000,000 pounds, to- 
gether with a provision that the wrapper and 
filler tobacco should be unstemmed when re- 
celving this concession. 

The support back of the Bulkeley amend- 


ment was evident when the two Pennsy]- 
vania senators gave their support to their 
colleagues from Connecticut, all of whom 
had read strong petitions from cigarmakers 
for the action they desired. Mr. Aldrich, re- 
plying, said the committee’s action involved 
no mystery or petty politics, but that it pro- 
posed to change a schedule whenever con- 
vinced that a mistake had been made. He 
declared the actual importations from the 
Philippines would not equal the amount 
named in the amendment the committee had 
accepted. 

Encouraged by ‘the committee's action, 
Senator La Follette proposed another amend- 
ment to reduce the free importation of 
cigars to 60,000,000 annually, but this was 
defeated, 38 to 27. 


Borah Would Free Islands. 

An interesting feature of the day’s discus- 
sion was a declaration by Senator Borah that 
he proposed to cast his vote for loosening 
the band which tied the Philippines to the 
United States. He declared himself in favor 
of giving the Philippines an independent gov- 
ernment, and said that in that respect his 
convictions would force him to differ from 
his party and perhaps from the president of 
the United States, as he did not believe a 
colonial policy to be*consistent with the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

“When I speak that sentiment,’’ said Mr. 
Borah, “‘I am aware that I express a view 
contrary to that of the president, for whese 
opinion and services to that great people 
I have a profound regard. Nevertheless, I 
am convinced that the first duty of the peo- 
ple of the United States is to prepare this 
people for supporting an independent gov- 
ernment. 

“I do not believe it is in accordance with 
the ‘spirit of our constitution that we should 
continue the policy of having colonial pos- 
sessions. While I must differ to some extent 
with my party and with the president, per- 
haps, it is a conviction that I cannot put 
aside, I regret that the committee has not 
seen fit to wipe out the clause referring to 
the free entry of sugar.”’ 


Burkett Sees “Petty Politics.” 

It was following the introduction of the 
La Follette amendment that Mr. Burkett 
made his attack on the finance committee. 
The original amehdment regarding tobacco, 
he said, had been brought into the senate 
as approved by the president, but in face of 
that fact the committee had made its recom- 
mendation for a reduction to 70,000,000. He 
pointed out that the number was 5,000,000 
below the reduction called for by the La 
Follette amendment. 

“ This,”” he said, “is a matter too im- 
portant to juggle with, and it looks to me 
like a game of petty politics.’’ 

“There is no mystery about it,”’ protested 
Mr. Aldrich, *‘and no politics, except a de- 
sire on the part ot the committee to do the 
right thing and to pass this bill.”’ 

“It was also another effort to hang the 
senator from Wisconsin up in the air some- 
where,”” suggested Mr. Burkett. Mr. La 
Follette declared this was not possible. 

“TI have cast a good many votes of lack 
of confidence in the work of the finance com- 
mittee,’’ said Mr. Burkett. “ What right has 
the committee got to report a bill and ask us 
to legislate upon it when the members have 
not given it enough attention to justify them 
in bringing it in here? This same sort of 
thing has occurred too many times.” 

Senators Dick, Gallinger, and Depew de- 
fended the committee.

Root Asks Freedom Delay. 


Mr. Root appealed for the passage of the 
amendment as first proposed by the commit- 
tee as an act of justice. Replying to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Newlands, he éaid he believed the 
Philippine people would be able to assume in- 
dependence in their government such as now 
exists in Cuba, but he did not think that could 
be accomplished in the present generation. ~ 

Then the vote was taken on the La Fol- 
lette amendment, and it was rejected, 38 to 27. 
The Republicans voting in favor of the 
amendment were Senators Borah, Bristow, 
Brown, Burkett, Clapp, Cummins, Dolliver, 
and La Follette. 

Mr. Aldrich submitted amendments to the 
window glass schedule reducing the rates 
even below those provided in the house bill 
and elicited a strong protest from Senator 
Scott. He also presented amendments re- 
ducing the rates on osier and willow for bas- 
ket making, changing the rates upon elec- 
trodes, brushes, etc., and restoring the house 
rate on barytes. Action on the window glass 
schedule was postponed, but the other recom- 
mendations were adopted without division. 

A new schedule assessing duties on silk and 
silk goods was submitted. By means of a 
technical distinction of silk yarns it levies 
specific duties in place of the compound spe- 
cific and ad valorem rates of the house meas- 
ure. Mr. Aldrich declared it does not change 
the rates of the Payne bill except to reduce 
the duties on some of the velvet articles. 


“FATHER OF LITHOGRAPHING”

died today in Glendale, a suburb of this city, 
of pleuro-pneumonila.

Mr. Prang was born in Breslau, Silesia, 
Germany.

Washington, D. C.,, June 15.—[Special.]— 
" president Taft is seeking to create in the 
United States what will be known asa “South 
american bank.” The object of this institu- 
tion will be to establish branches in the vari- 
ous countries of Central and South America, 
arrange loans for governments of the repub- 
fic, and for the inauguration of private enter- 
and, in- general, to promote American. 


"interests and trade. 
The administration has been keeping the 
president's action from the public until all the 
details could be satisfactorily arranged. It 
nas come to lig ht, however, through negotia- 
tions which are now in progress between 
pankers in New York, and John Barrett, di- 
rector of the bureau of American republics. 
The proposed bank. will hot be a government 
fnstitution. It will, however, have the sup- 
port of the state department in making loans 
and the department will compel the pan- 
American republics to livé up to their obliga- 
tions. 

The need for a banking house which would 
enter into the American field has been appar- 
ent to the authorities for some years. When 
President Rowsexelt, with the consent of the 
genate, established a financial protectorate 
over the republic of Santo Domingo, consider- 
able negotiations had to be conducted in 
order to induce New York financiers to un- 
dertake service in. the Dominican debt. The 
New York market had little knowledge of 
financial affairs in the southern republics and 
that little was not encouraging for the in- 
yestment of capital. 


Haiti’s Finances in a Bad Way. 
Shortly after President Taft entered the 
White house the situation in Haiti, a re- 
public which is on the same island as Santo 
Domingo, was brought to his attention. The 
fnancial condition of-that country was de- 
plorable, due to the almost constant state 
of revolution which prevailed, and so far as 
the Haitians were concerned it was not 
benefited by the control exercised by a 
French banking house. This house had ac- 
quired a tremendous hold upon the customs 
houses, railroad enterprises, etc., through 
loans Which it had mace. The Haitian au- 
thorities have been endeavoring to throw 
off their burden and have made appeals for 
American: assistance. European nations 
have been asking the state department to 
aid them in obtaining satisfaction of debts 
due their citizens. 

It was impossible, of course, for the de- 
partment to act as a debt collector, but at 
the same time that will not, under this any 
more than under the last administration. 
countenance failure on the part of the Ameri- 
can government te meet its obligations. In 
one of his messages Mr. Roosevelt declared 
it to be the duty of the United States to see 
that the Latin American republics behaved 
with decency in industrial and political mate 
ters and paid their obligations. Mr. Taft 
hag the same ethical point of view, but he 
prefers to interfere in behalf of American 
interests rather than antagonize the south- 
ern countries by intervention at the instance 
of a third power, which would revive sus- 
picion that the United States was seeking 
to establish a protectorate over the entire 

western hemisphere. 


Taft Sees Increased Prestige. 

In seeking to induce American capital to 
enter the pan-American field Mr. Taft isact- 
uated by several motives, among them the in- 
crease of the palitical prestige of this coun- 
try, minimizing any friction growing out of 
the enforcement of the Monroe doctrine, and 
the promotion of our financial and commer- 
cial interests. It is not generally realized

Republics Greatly Need Money. 


It is believed the pan-American republics 
will be disposed to welcome American capi- 
tal. They have great need of money in the 
development of their resources, including the 
construction of railroads, etc. Only three of 
them are in default to their creditors, Costa 
Rica, Guatemala, and Hondwras, and the 
first named has been endeavoring to effect a 
settlement with her English creditors. 

The service of the internal debt of the re- 
public is being regularly maintained and 
large sums of money/have been devoted to 
internal improvement. Guatemala is far 
worse off than Costa Rica. Not only has it 
failed to pay anything on its external debt 
during nine and a half years, but it has de- 
liberately alienated) to other parties special 
securities pledged or promised to holders of 
its bonds. 

The British government has earnestly 
sought the aid of the United States to compel 
Guatemala to discharge its debts, but neither 
this nor the last has done anything. English 
financiers have sharply criticised the state 
department for lending its support to a con- 
tract between the Guatemala government 
and an American syndicate under which the 
latter received certain concessions that had 
already been pledged. The external debt of 
Honduras has been in default for upward of 


its citizens long to be despoiled, especially if 
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thirty-six years and the entire loss of credit 
has acted and, until1Ts settled, will continue 
to act as a complete bar to the progress of the 
country. 


Keeps Tab on Foreign Debts. 


There is in England what is known as the 
corporation of foreign bondholders, a body 
created by an act of parliament for the pur- 
pose of protecting the interests of holders of 
foreign securities. In addition to this, the 
corporation keeps elaborate records regard- 
ing the economic and financial condition of 
the various states with whose debts it is 
called upon to deal, and these records are 
placed at the disposal of the investors or 
other interested parties. 

Annual reports are made by a council con- 
sisting of twenty-one members, of whom six 
are nominated by a central association of 
bankers, six by the London chamber of cam- 
merce, and-nine are named by the council 
itself. The proposed banking institution Mr. 
Taft is promoting will be modeled much along 
the same lines as the’corporation, at least in 
oMtaining the distribution of information. 
The corporation is not at all satisfied with 
the action of the United States with respect 
to Santo Domingo. In its latest report, which 
has just reached Washington, it observes 
that the conditions and circumstances under 
which settlement of the Donfinican debt has 
been effected *‘ can only be viewed with sur- 
prise and regret.’’ 

It appears that English holders of Domin- 
ican bonds received from 12 to 27 per cent less 
than French or Belgian holders of precisely 
the same obligations, and the council claims 
that it has consequently grave cause for com 
plaint. 


What May Happen to the Council. 


*“*In fact, during an experience extending 
over nearly forty years,’’ the report declares, 
‘“‘no case of the same kind or of so extraor- 
dinary character has come under the cogni- 
zance of the council. It is understood the 
superior terms accorded to the continental 
holders have been obtained in a great meas- 
ure as a result of the energetic action of their 
governments. The council still cherishesthe | ° 
hope that the United States government will 
realize the injustice that has been done and 
will use its: powerful influence to see that 
reparation is made to English bondholders. 
Moreover, apart from considerations of 
equity, it may prove a serious matter to Santo 
Domingo to closé against itself the most im- 
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portant money market in the world.’’ 


If the council does not wake up it may find 
that the ‘‘ most important money market of 
the world ’’ has passed to the United States. 
At least that is President Taft's belief now 
and he wants to demonstrate it. The council 
has further cause for complaint against the 
United States because of its inability to ob- 
tain recognition of debts contracted by con- 
It asserts that these states 
continue to take refuge from their creditors 
under protection afforded 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States, which prohibits an individual from 
bringing suit against a state, except with the 


latter's consent. 


In the case of the debts of the southern 
states, which were incurred under adminis- 
trations appointed by the government of the 
United States efter the civil war, it claims 
that the United States is morally, if not 
legally, bound to see that an arrangement is 
made with the creditors.

_ AS soon as he returns, following the ad- 
' journment of congress, it is the plan of the 
_ personal and political friends of the convicted 
court clerk to pull strenuously together to 
terminate Cooke's prison term. 

Strong aid was given to the Cooke cause 
yesterday by the announcement that George 
B. Cole had written to Gov. Deneen advising 
executive clemency. The significance in this 
is that Mr. Cole was president of the Citizens’ 
ascociation at the time that the Cooke graft- 
Ing was discovered and fought every effort 
af Cooke to get from under the charges 
which eventually sent him to the. peniten- 
tiary. Mr. Cole changed his position in the 
cece and agreed to write to Gov. Deneen in 
Cooke's interest after a personal visit from 
Senator Elect Lorimer. 


Encouraged by Justice Olsop. 
Chief Justice Harry Olson, who, as as- 
sistant state’s attorney, had a leading part in 
the conviction of Cooke, gave considerable 
encouragement to Cooke's friends when he 
said that he would write to the board of 
pardons, giving the views of the prosecuting 
officials and stating any ameliorating circup- 
stances which may have been discovered. ~ 
Former State’s Attorney John J. Healy is 
in Massachusetts. Until he returns and is 
prepared to add his letter to the series 
deemed necessary before favorable action 
can be expected from the pardon board, Mr. 
Lorimer and others of Cooke's allies consider 
it inadvisable to take any active steps, ac- 
cording to first hand information yesterday. 
**We do not wish to start in officially until 
Wwe see our way clearly,’’ said Mr. Lorimer. 
Formal application for parole has been 
made by Cooke to the state board of pardons, 
Which is the only preliminary necessary to 
obtain consideration of the case by the 
members of the board. It is therefore pos- 
Sible for the case to come up for hearing at 
any time mutually satisfactory to the pardon 
tribunal and to Cooke and his friends.

N ational Guardsmen Ordered 
to Grounds Near Elgin for 
Eight Days’ Maneuvers. 


FIELD SERVICE PLANNED. 


Gen. Foster Arranges for a Real 
Campaign, Cutting Out Usual 
Social Functions. 


>. 


Chicago’s national guardsmen will go into 
Camp near Elgin on July 10 for eight days. 
For the first time in many years all of the 
Chicago troops will be on camp duty simul- 
taneously, and for the first time since Camp 
Lincoln. near Springfield, became the perma- 
nent property of the state the Chicago regi- 
ments will not go to the state capital. 

Orders were issued .yesterday from the 
office of the adjutant general directing the 
First brigade to proceed to Elgin. The First 
brigade includes the First, Second, and Sev- 
enth regiments of infantry, and for the time 
being the First cavalry and the Signal corps 
has been attached to it. 

Gen. D. Jack Foster of Chicago, command- 
ing the brigade, will be in command of the 
post, which will be established about one 
mile southeas} of Elgin in grounds which are 
to become a part of the Elgin park system. 


Three Thousand Under Canvas. 

Arrangements have been made for the state 
authorities for the use of about six square 
miles of land over which the maneuvers of 
the troops will carry them. Approximately 
3,000 men wil! be under canvas. 

The Frist infantry, under command of Col. 
Joseph B. Sanborn; the Second, under Col. 
John J. Garrity; and the Seventh, under Col. 
Daniel Moriarty, will travel to Elgin on the 
morning of July 10 over the Chicago and 
Northwestern and the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroads. 

The First cavalry, under command of Col. 
Milton J. Foreman, will march overland 
from Chicago, departing from here on the 
afternoon of July 9 and arriving at the en- 
campment on the afternoon of the next day. 
The signal corps will accompany the Sec- 
ond infantry. 

Regular Officers Assigned. 

The war department has detailed a staff 
of officers of the regular army representing 
all branches of the service to accompany 
the regiments for purposes of instruction. 

The orders direct that the troops carry 
nothing but the khaki service uniform, and 
the blue clothing and brass buttons will be 
left behind. 

It is the purpose of Gen. Foster to maintain 
a camp under actual service conditons, just 
as though it were an army in the field, and 
there will be marked absence of functiOns 
and festivals. 

Gov. Deneen and his staff will visit the camp 
on Thursday in all probability and Maj. Gen. 
Edward C. Young with his staff will inspect 
the soldiery.

First Symptoms Evidently Those of 
Fever, with High Temperature. 


Omaha, Neb., June 15.—[Special.]—Six pri- 
vates, a sergeant, and a major were inocu- 
lated with anti-typhoid serum at Fort Omaha 
this afternoon. 

To test the efficiency of the new vaccine, 
800,000,000 germs were introduced into the 
blood of the men, it being by injection into 
the left arm of each. 

Maj. Harry L. Gilchrist, chief surgeon of 
the post, and Sergeant Fuller personally per- 
formed the inoculations. 

The seven men who submitted to the vac- 
cination were: Maj. Gilchrist, Sergeant Ful- 
ler, and Privates Schmidt, Ingraham, Har- 
rison, Goodman, Dowler, and Daily. Fora 
number of days they“hbad been dieting and 
taking light exercise, thus putting them in 
the best possible condition for the test. ~ 


Look for Fever in Mild Form. 

Immediately after the virus had been in- 
jected they were subjected to a rigorous scru- 
tiny, which will be continued dally for sev- 
eral weeks. The purpose will be to discover 
what effect the vaccinations will have, as it 
is expected they will produce all of the #ymp- 
toms of typhoid fever, though in mild form. 

Tonight the men were said to be feeling 
slightly fll, being languid and tired. Their 
temperature has risen visibly and consider- 
able fever is apparent, accompanied by 
sleepiness and nausea, all typhoid symp- 
toms. 


Immune After Third Test. 

All are in the fort hospital, where they are 
kept perfectly quiet. 

After ten days, if no alarming symptoms 
arise, they will be vaccinated again and at 
the end of another ten days more virus will 
be injected. 

At the expiration of this last mentioned 
period it is contended that they will be im- 
roses and in no danger of contracting typhola 

ever.

Obeyed Strictly by Gibbons. 
_Judge Gibbons has carried out the mandate 
of the state’s highest. law with a fidelity 
that amounts almost to martyrdom. Each 
gear of the fifteen he has spent on the 
bench he has forwarded’to the Supreme 
court his recommendations for law reforms. 
He is at work on this year’s report. Last 
year he outlined a proposed adult parole law 
for first offenders and a law strengthening 
the wife and child abandonment statute 
Judge Kavanagh also has a iong list of 
recommendations to his credit. 
Among the other judges the story was dif- 
ferent. Some were ignorant of the consti- 
tutional provision, others said it was a dead 
Jetter, and still others recognized its valid- 
ity but cautiously approached its discussion, 
requesting that they be not quoted.

After more than half a century of na- 
tional and state politics, and an intimate 
and interesting knowledge of men and events 
of -a past generation, Adlai Stevenson, for- 
mer vice president of the United States and 
a recent candidate for governor of Illinois, 
has written a book. The title of the book its, 
“Something of Men I Have Known,” and 
it is being published by McClurg & Co. 

For several years Gen. Stevenson has been 
working at odd times on his reminiscences 
of famous men with whom he was acquaint- 
ed. Recently he was taken seriously il] and 
was confined to a hospital in Chicago, just 
after he had sent his book to the publish- 
ers. At present he is convalescing at the 
home of his son-in-law, the Rev. M. D. 
Hardin, 7988 Washington boulevard. 


One of History Makers. 

Gen. Stevenson was active when the real 
history of this country was made. He is one 
of the few men Hving who remember Abra- 
ham Lincoln. In his book the veteran states- 
man describes the memorable Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates, and also the intimate and per- 
a characteristics of the martyred preal- 

em: 

“I remember Lincoln as if I had seen him 
only yesterday,”’ said the author. ‘“‘ Several 
chapters of my book are devoted to him and 
what I knew of him personally. It is a mis- 
taken idea that Lincoln always dressed gro- 
tesquely and excited laughter whereyer he 
went. I don’t remember any one who dressed 
any neater than the president. And he wasa 
man who took life seriously. Henever made 
: — unless there was some good reason 
or it.”’ , 


Tells of Illinois Pioneers. 
He said he had seen land increase In value 
from $2 an acre to $200 in this state. 
“Something of the pioneer life and devel- 
opment of the state will appear in my book,”’ 
said he. ‘‘I knew John Reynolds, the fourth 
governor of the state. I also remember well 
the old ‘camp meeting ’ times, and these are 
described in a chapter ofmy book.

In the search for evidence physicians in 
Englewood, especially those connected with 
the Englewood Union hospital, were asked 
for opinions in a series of questions bear- 
ing upon the mystery. These replies showed 
an almost umanimous agreement on a point 
which the police consifder of vital impor- 
tance. : 

“The situation is an unusual one, and 
a theory under consideration at present can- 
not be made public because of the fact that 
it in iteelf embodies a serious charge,” said 
Capt. Madden. ‘“ We have fiot yet evidence 
sufficient to warrant this charge, though 
the connecting links might become avail- 
able at any hour. 

“We are almost certain now that the 
whole series of letters is partly the work of 
a person whose mental equilibrium has be- 
come unbalanced. More than that I cannot. 
gay until more evidence is at hand.” “~ 


Thinks Police on Right Track. 

A member of the staff of the Englewood 
hospital said: 

‘*I am confident the police are on the right 
track now. There are several physicians in 
the community who were not surprised at 
recent developments which resulted in the 
published accounts of blackmailing letters 
sent to Dr. Beardsley and the reported at- 
tack upon her. The public may never know 
the truth of the matter, and yet a chain of 
evidence may be completed which will un- 
cover a startling piece of duplicity and de 
ceit.’’ 

The newest working theory developed 
after a second blackmailing letter, received 
by Dr. E. E. Simpson of the staff of Engle- 
wood Unien hospital, had been compared by 
the police with one addressed to Dr. Beards- 
ley.

Letter Contains Bomb Threat. 

One of the house physicians picked ithup 
and dropped it in the mall box. It remained 
there for a day, when Dr. Beardsley called 
the attention of Dr. Simpson to it. Dr. 
Simpson took the small package from the 
box and opened it. Together they read it. 

“ Why, that’s just like one I recéived,”’ ex- 
claimed Dr. Beardsley. 

The letter informed Dr. Simpson that a 
bomb would be thrown into his automobile 
and he would be killed if he did not place $500 
‘under the steps of the church on the hill.” 
It was unsigned. 

‘*T am still confident that Dr. Beardsley 
is the victim of a blackmailer,’’ said Lieut. 
Thomas J. Caughlin, who personaly has had 
charge of the case. “If her story of the 
affair is not true the solution of the mys- 
tery will never be found. But if she is tell- 
ing the truth the perpetrator of the act will 
return and we will arrest him. 

“ When I stop working on the case and 
call off my detectives I believe the person 
who slashed at thé doctor will reappear.”’

Seling was still alive at Dunning and had 
refused: to recognize John Fritz as her hus- 
band, President William Busse of the county 
board asked for an explanation from Dr. O, 
x Willhite, superintendent of the infirmary. 


Tells How Mistake Was Made. 

“Though the mistake was a strange one, 
it was not unnatural,” said Dr. Willhite. 
™“ Both the woffien were sent here from the 
detention hospital on June 4. ‘They resem- 
bled each other much..Both were about 50 
years old, both hod blond hair and similar 
features. 

“Mrs. Seling was reticent when she came, 
and the only’thing ahe did say was that she 
was Mrs. Fritz. Mrs. Fritz gould not talk 
at all, but the attendants found tattooed on 
her arm the letter ‘8S.’ This led to the con- 
clusion that.she must be Mrs. Seling. The 
follewing day the real Mrs. Fritz was taken 
suddenly ill. We notified Mr. Seling. The 
next day she died.

“A day or two later the woman we thought 
to be Mrs. Fritz asked to see her husband. 
We sent for John Fritz and he discovered the 
mistake, It is regrettable that such a thing 
should happen, but the positive identification 
of the body by Seling was responsible for 
the fact that the mistake was carried sofar.”’ 


Urges Recompense for Seling. 

Friends of Seling insist the county should 
recompense him for the expense of the fu- 
neral. A. W. Dixon, a friend who interested 
himself in Seling’s behalf, said: 

“This man suffered terribly for four days. 
He went to considerable expense personally, 
aside from funeral expenses. These should 
be settled by the county at once, to say noth- 
ing of further reimbursement for the sake of 
justice.”’ 

‘‘Dr. Willhite is wrong when he says I 
positively identified the body as that of my 
wife,”’ said Seling. “They told me my wife 
was dead, and so I believed. I felt so bad I 
could think of nothing else.”’

Attempt Made to Set Aside Or-

NO DECISION IS RENDERED. 


Counsel for Widow | Denies aye? 
Property Js Neglected. 


New York, June 15.—[{Special.]—Judges 
Coxe, Noyes, and Hough, sitting in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, heard 
taday argument for an appeal from Judge 
Ward's two orders creating and continuing 


Yerkes, the late traction magnate. The first 
order appointing Harrington Putnam as re- 
céiver was signed by Judge Ward on April 5 
and the second on April 28.

Mr. Soley argued, and William Hornblower, 
also of counsel for Mrs. Yerkes, vigorously 
seconded him in the contention, that the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for a decedent's 
estate was without precedent and entirely 
beyond the jurisdiction of either the federal 
or state courts. 

Paul D. Cravath of counsel for the plaintiff 
declared the plaintiff's only resource was in 
the federal courts, because the state courts 
did not«provide an adequate remedy, and 
the surrogate’s court In this county had been 
shut against the plaintiff owing to the tem- 
porary injunction secured by Mrs. Yerkes 
to prevent Owsley from getting the ancillary 
letters and testamentary from her.

DEATH TRAPS. | 

Bion J. Arnold was unsuccessful in 
his attempt to prevent the creation of 
street car death traps on the south side. 
If his advice had been taken the lives 
of the mén and women crushed between 
cars only a few inches apart would have 
been saved. Undiscouraged by failure, 
he is endeavoring to prevent the creation 
of more death traps.’ In this he should 
have the active support.of the commu- 
nity. The committee on local transporta- 
tion and the council should be told in no 
uncertain tones that the fatal blunder 
committed on the south side must be 
avoided in other parts of the city. 

What Mr. Arnold asks of the council 
is an ordinance requiring a greater dis- 
tance between track centers on all tracks 
to be laid henceforth and restricting the 
width of-all new cars. Compliance with 
these requirements would give a space of 
twenty inches .between cars. As Mr. 
ArnolM ‘says, that space would not be 
wide enough to tempt any one to stand 
between cars, but it would be so wide 
that only in exteptional cases would any 
one who was. caught between cars be 
crushed. 

There are a few advocates of deadly 
uniformity. They argue that because 
persons caught between cars on some 
reconstructed lines cannot escape alive 
except by a méfracle, therefore all who 
may be caught between cars on lines yet 
to be reconstructed must be condemned 
to the same fate. Their contention is 
that there would not be so many accidents 
if the danger of being crushed between 
Cars were general as there would be if it 
were confined to a few lines. The council 
should not permit itself to be led astray 
by this shallow reasoning. 

The committee on local transportation 
is to take up the subject with the super- 
vising board. The sooner it does so the 
better. Before long the aldermen will be 
arranging for their summer vacations.

A new educational cendor has come into 
being in the United States: It is the 
Carnegie foundation for the advancement 
of teaching. Since April, 1905, when the 
fund was established, ,there has been a 
widespread movement among the col- 
leges to secur¢ its benefits. , Schools long 
known as denominational have changed 
their organic laws so as to be favored. 
State universities, with the codperation 
of governors and legislatures, have sought 
a share in its privileges. In some in- 
stances professors have been influenced 
to change their faculty relationships in 
order to have place in institutions on the 
approved list for pensions, / 

This is not all. In order to have and 
to hold a place of esteem with the trus- 
tees of the foundation, an _ institution 
must have and maintain definite stand- 
ards acceptable to them. Its admission 
requirements must be equal to the best. 
Its curriculum must be administered ac- 
comling to approved ideas. Ite official 
statements must be accurate and trust- 
worthy. If there is any tendency to 
carelessness in any one of these respects 
the suggestion that the coveted pension 
privileges may be taken away becomes 


a warning quite likely to be effective.

For Ogden Avenue Extension. 

Chicago, June 15.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Advocacy of the extension of Ogden avenue 
from Union park to Lincoln park by Frank 
A. Dearborn in his letter, which also urges 
transforming Goose island into a park, de- 
serves more than. passing notice. 

This extension was proposed many years 
ago, but no steps were taken to promote it 
until 1902. In the early part of that year 
the project was revived, and in September 
of the same year the board of local improve- 
ments, at a public hearing, adopted a resolu- 
tion recommending the improvement, and 
presented it, with a proper ordinance, to the 
common council for approval. 

The benefits from and the desirableness 
and reasonableness of this proposed improve- 
ment were generally admitted at that time 
and will be recognized now: The entire cost 
can be paid by assessments on benefited 
property within a large and elastic assess- 
ment district, the greater portion, however, 
being derivable from frontages on the new 
street and property most contiguous thereto. 
This improvement, with fair and proper pub- 
licity,. will undoubtedly meet the approval 
of a large majority of those who will be 
called upon to pay the cost. 

An improvement similar in nature was 8ug~- 
gested a few years ago, being the opening 
of a street from Twenty-second street, at 
the intersection of Cottage Grove avenue. 
to Union park at Bryan place. Several 
streets enter the city, on diagonal lines, being 
parts of old county short cut roads and 
extending varying distances towards the 
city’s center, but there is no short cut street 
connecting either the north or south division 
with the west division.

EUROPE’S EFFORTS BEATEN. 


Representatives of United States Suc- 
ceed in Delaying Chinese Acceptance 
ef Offer to Finance Railroad. 


PEKING, June 15.—Acting on representa- 
thons made by Henry P. Fletcher, chargé 
d'affaires of the American legation, China 
has agree@ not to ratify the foreign loan of 
$27,500,000 from British, German, and French 
bankers for the construction of the Hankow- 
Sze-Chuen ratiroad. 

It is expected that this refusal, coupled 
with the representations made by the Ameri- 
can ambassadors {n London, Paris, and Ber- 
lin, will rsult in arrangements being made in 
Europe for Américan participation in the 
loan. - 

The banks concerned have been making 
persistent efforts to precipitate ratification, 
the German group in Berlin instructed its 
representative here to use every means in 
his power to achieve the desired end; but all 
these efforts were in vain, and this evening 
the local agents sent telegraphic notification 
to their European principais of the success 
of the American representations.

In a message transmitting the laet 
report of. the provisional governor ‘ of 
Cuba Presideidtt Taft said: “I am glad 
to express the hope that the new govern- 
ment will grow in strength and self-sus- 
taining capacity under the provisions of 
the Cuban constitution.” If the Cuban 
government shall be weak only in this 
matter of providing jobs for “ patriots” 
to keep them quiet, President Taft's 
hope may be realized. If it should be 
guilty of ‘more serious extravagances the 
American government . probably would 
gently call a halt. Cuba is a debtor to 
the United States for the expenses of 
the provisional occupation. The crediter 
has no thought of demanding the imme- 
diate payment of the debt, but would 
object if the debtor state were to begin 
living considerably beyond its means. 

The Cuban financial situation is not 
quite what could be desired. There will 
be a deficit at the close of the fiscal year. 
‘But the United States, the united king- 
dom, and some other countries are in the 
same predicament. It is, indeed, alto- 
gether too soon to pass judgment on the 
new Cuban government. It should be 
given at least two years more in which 
to demonstrate its strength or weakness.

Montenegro will commence on Aug. 18 next 
the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the accession of Prince Nicholas to the 
throne and the golden jubilee of his reign. 
Considerable preparations are being made 
for the event, and it is expected that various 
foreign governments wil) send special envoys 
to represent them. Prince Nicholas was 
brought to the throne through the murder 
of his uncle, who wWas assassinated at 
Triest. and since then has emancipated his 
country from Turkish vassalage and has 
secured for it a degree of prestige abroad 
and an importance altogether out of propor- 
tion to its size and population. Whereas on 
the prince’s accession his family was re- 
garded as little better than that of some 
Balkan robber chieftain, today it counts as 
one of the reigning houses of Europe, to 
many of which it is bound by ties of kins- 
manship. 

Two of the prince’s daughters have mar- 
ried Russian grand dukes, another is the 
queen of Italy, a fourth was the wife of the 
now reigning King of Servia, while a fifth 
is married to Prince Francis Joseph of Bat- 
tenberg, and has thus become an aunt by 
marriage of the queen of Spain and of Prin- 
cess Andrew of Greece. The crown prince 
of Montenegro has as wife a daughter of 
the reigning grand duke of Mecklenberg- 
Strelitz, and through her is connected with 
the reigning family of England, since’ the 
mother of the grand duke is an English 
princess and a granddaughter of George III. 
Under the circumstances it is probable that 
royal personages wil! appear largely among 
the special envoys dispatched by the foreign 
governments to attend the golden jubilee of 
the prince of the Black mountain, whom 
Gladstone was wont to describe as the most 
gifted and talented monarch of eastern 
Europe..,

Servia’s crown prince remains a thorn fn 
the side of his father, of his relatives. and of 
the Servian government. He deeply regrets 
the abdication of his rights and prerogatives 
as heir to the throne, and is still more bitter 
over the ready acceptance of his abdication 
by his father, by the latter’s ministers, and 
by the national legislature. He was con- 
.vinced that his offer would be refused, and is 
to this day unable to understand or appre- 
clate why it should have been welcomed. 

When he first intimated his intention to 

resign he announced that he was about to 
leave the country and to spend a couple of 
years or more in foreign travel, during the 
course of which he would make prolonged 
stays in England and in the Unfted States, 
where a large number of his countrymen are 
established. But he still lingers on in Servia.

This gave W. B. Ingwersen, who had a 
petition signed by hundreds of gtockyards 
employés asking their employers to vote for 
a holiday, no chance to present his petition, 
and when he remonstrated against being 
ignored he was quickly ruled out of order 
because he was not a member of the ex- 
change. 

Several of the traders advocating a closed 
market had arguments to present, but all 
of them expected that the question would be 
thoroughly discussed before a vote could be 
taken, and they were given no chance to be 
heard.

Corn Products Refining Company 
Reports Growing Competition. 


ADHERE TO OLD DIVIDEND. 


Directors Declare Proceeds of Bond 
Unavailable for Buck Profits. 


According to an official statement issued by 
the directors of the Corn Products Refining 
company after their dividend meeting in New 
York yesterday. growing competition in the 
glucose and candy business is formally rec- 
oznized. Because of this competition, the 
directors asserted, they were opposed to in- 
creases in the preferred dividend at this time.

pany, some reported increase in the manufac- 
ture of glucose at Edinburg and the talked of 
works of Powers at Peoria, and the reported 
construction of a 5,000 bushel plant at To- 
ledo by Van Alstein.”’

TRAIN AUDITORS EMPLOYED. 


+ 


Road Adop s Plan to Check “Knocking 
Down’’ of Passengers’ Pa) ments. 


Conductors employed by the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway are aroused over a 
new plan which was put into effect yester- 
day by officials of the road to keep tab on the 
amount of collections received by the conduc- 
tors as compared with the amounts turned in 
to the company. The road has decicled to find 
out whether it Is getting all of the revenue 
from cash fares paid on trains and if not to 
trap the conductors who are guilty of dis- 
honesty by the employment of train auditors, 
a plan which has been tried by several roads 
both east and west. It is reported that train 
auditors were installed yesterday morning 
on trains running out of Clinton, la. anc! 
Fond du Lac, Wis.. and that after a test on 
the branch lines\they may be put on the ? 
main line, 


Board Trains Without Notice. 
The duties of a train auditor are to board 
a train without notice and take charge of the 
collections and reports for one or more trips 
leaving the conductor free to confine himself 
entirely to the management of the train. The 
idea is that the train auditor’s report, when 
checked up with the previous reports of the 
conductors for the same run will afford an 
opportunity for dcetecting dishonesty. More 
reliance, however, is placed in the belief that 
the train auditors will serve as a preventive 
measure and asa warning against the danger 
of dishonesty. “ 
It is reported that the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and 8t. Paul railway is planning to follow 
the example of the Northwestern. 


3 Honest Men Resent Scheme. 

The honest conductor resents suspicion and 
hates to be watched with any presumption of 
dishonesty, while the man who may have 
been in the habit of “ holding out ’”’ naturally 
objects to anything that will interfere with 
his graft. Those who are opposed to the plan 
say it is nothing more than a subterfuge, that 
the train auditor is no morereliable than the 
conductor and is likely to be even less so than 
experienced conductors who are placed in 
charge of the better trains. These urge that 
a better plan would be to devise a system of 
ticket checking that would make it impos- 
sible to turn in a falsified report.

Liverpool Cables Are Weak. 

Weak cables from Liverpool helped to 
start the market lower, and reflected general- 
ly brighter erop prospects abroad. Bene- 
ficial rains were reported in both Germany 
and Roumania, and Russian conditions were 
reported as being extremely satisfactory.

R 4 Beneficial rains have helped the crop 
and it is expected ¢hat the out-turn will be an 
avefage one.
